would not stand the required cold test. 
We promised at that time to give the 
details of the methods by which the 
emissaries of the Standard Oil Oom- 
pany seek thus to misrepresent the 
goods of its opponents. Until now, 
however, the space which we are able to 
give to that organization has been too 
much occupied by more urgent matters 
connected with its outrages upon com- 
merce. Formerly the practice in ob- 
taining the cold test of an oil was to 
chill it in an ordinary four-ounce or 
smaller sample bottle, taking the lowest 
temperature at which the oil remained 
limpid enough to run out of the bottle. 
It was afterward decided by the oil 
trade on the Produce Exchange here, 
that this was an unnecessarily severe 
test. All that is required of a lubricat- 
ing oil is that it shall be suffi- 
ciently limpid at a specified tem- 
perature. to run freely from the 
bung-hole of a barrel. Beyond that 
fluidity is readily secured by raising the 
temperature by artificial means. In 
view of this fact the Exchange decided 
upon a testing vessel, the mouth of 
which should correspond in size with 
the bung-hole of an ordinary oil barrel. 
All tests are made here now upon that 
basis, and although for local purposes 
the old method may still prevail in some 
places, the New York test is the recog- 
nized basis for transactions. It will 
readily be seen that an oil which af, say 
15° would run freely through the bung- 
hole of a barre), might be too thick to 


other branches. The speculative furore 
of the latter part of 1879, lingered in the 
lap of 1880, and was not largely produc- 
tive of profit.

OBITUARY. 
CHAS. R. DEGEN. 

Mr. Charles Russell Degen, formerly 
of Degen, Taft & Lee, of this city,died 
at his residence near Boston on the 
26th ult. Mr. Degen was of English 
parentage, being the oldest of six sons 
of Charles F.and Elizabeth Vassall 
Degen, and was born in Boston, Mass,, 
March 20 1798. Soon after his birth, 
his parents removed to England, and 
subsequently to Leghorn, Italy, where 
his father was for many years U. 8. 
Navy Agent and holding a consular 
position, engaged in mercantile pur 
suits. Charles, the subject of this 
notice, was carefully educated, and 
when about 16 years of age graduated 
with honor from college at Geneva, 
Switzerland. After graduation he 
bought a commission and entered the 
Prussian service. As lieutenant of 
hussars he participated in the battle 
of Waterloo under Blucher, At the 
close of the war he acted as traveling 
agent for his father's firm, visiting 
many parts of Europe. When the 
family afterwards returned to America 
Charles established himself in business 
at Mobile, Ala. When the, family, 
after the death of their parents, re- 
moved to the Nortn in 1824, Charles 
established himself in businessin New 
York asacommission merehant and 
drug broker, and had his office in 
Fletcher street, where the writer first 
made his acquaintance in 1827. As 
business increased, he removed to 
more commodious quarters in Beaver 
street, and subsequently to William 
street. where he remained until his 
retiremeut from business a few years 
since. Onthe 18thof June, 1844, Mr, 
Degen married Miss Maria Kittredge, 
of Milton, Mass., who survives. They 
had no children, After marriage they 
went abroad, remaining some three 
years or more, visiting every place of 
interest in Europe, and going up the 
Nile to the farthest point reached by 
travelers, crossed the Desert, visiting 
Petra, and making the entire tour of 
Palestine. Mr. Degen also made sey- 
eral other trips to Europe. In the 
early part of his business career, Mr. 
Degen employed as clerk his youngest 
brother, Heary V. Degen, who after 
some years entered the ministry, and 
is now the beloved and honored rector 
of the Protestant Episcopal “Church 
of the Holy Communion,” at South 
Orange, N. J. Afterwards Mr. Degen 
took into his service Mr. James H. 
Taft, who in time became his partner, 
and the style of the house was Degen 
& Taft. Subsequently Mr. Stephen 
G, Lee, who had long been in the of- 
fice, was added to the firm, and the 
style was changed to Degen, Taft & 
Lee, and remained so until Mr. Degen 
retired,leavingthe business to the pres- 
ent firm of Taft Lee & Co. For many 
years the houge were agents for Pow- 
ers & Weightman. After retirement 
Mr. Degen went to Europe for rest 
and recuperation, where he made a 
prctracted visit. He returned about 
two years ago and took up his resi- 
dence at Milton Hill, Muss., where he 
died. Mr. Degen was a remarkable 
man. He was many-sided in the best 
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sense of that term—genial and affable, 


intelligent and cultivated. He had a 
keen sense of the beautiful, and was a 
quiet hut appreciative connoisseur of 
He possessed also a 
philological element that made him a 
successful linguist—enabling him to

A more or less general discussion 
was indulged in upon the subject of 
adulterations, for the purpose of de- 
termining to what extent assurance 
could be had that pure goods were 
being obtained. A member stated 
that so far as Marseilles soap was 
concerned, both pure and impure 
kinds were obtainable, but the im- 
porter knew exactly what he was 
getting. 

Mr. Lord called attention to the 
suggestion ina previous report, that 
this committee take charge of the 
subject of actual weights. ‘‘Ihere is 
a swindle in the drug trade,” he said, 
“that we cannot avoid; but in that 
way jobbersare responsible for it 
We buy certain goods, Castile soap, 
carbonate, ammonia and some other 
things, and we get our invoices in- 
voiced tate. The invoice tare is 10 
per cent, and the actual tare may be 
35 percent. We call for a rebate or 
an adjustment, and we are told that 
this is the custom. But the custom 
tas become a nuisance and places the 
jobber in a false light.” He explained 
that the cost of tare was never con- 
sidered~ by the customers of tae job- 
ber, who expected to get jobbing 
quantities atabout the price of origi- 
nal packages, the loss of tare falling 
upon the jobber. Upon motion of 
Mr. Burdsal, Messrs. W. U. Williams, 
B, B. Hopkins and J. W. Plummer 
were appointed a committee on 
weights and tares.

Colored Glass. 


Few questions have teen more dis. 
cussed than the origin of plass. It ig 
ascribed to many unauthenticated 
sources, but we are unquestionably 
indebted to the Egyptians for the 
first practical application of the dis- 
covery. The paintings on Theban 
tombs, representing glass blowers at 
work, are said to have been executed 
about 3,500 years B. C., so that its dis- 
covery must have considerably ante- 
dated that period. From that time 
til 14, A, D., these people continued 
the’ sole producers of the article, to 
whom it became a source of great 
wealth, but ia that year the Romans, 
who had learned the processes of man- 
ufacture from the Kgyptians com- 
menced its production, and soon ob- 
tained almost complete control of the 
product, which they held until about 
the fourteenth century, when the Ve- 
netians in their turn attained su- 
premacy, and were for a long time the 
only manufacturers, It was among 
them that the production of colored 
glass and aventurtne was revived after 
having been lost for many years. The 
Venetians formed a great monopoly in 
the glass manufacture; it became a 
State institution, of which they were 
exceedingly jealous. ‘l'hey compelled 
all glass blowers to establish them- 
selves on the island of Murano, oppo- 
site the city, where they were sub- 

jected to strict police espoinage, that 
they migit not dispose of their se- 
crets to foreign countries. The Ger- 
mans nevertheless succeeded in learn- 
ing the process, and were the first to 
introduce the method of decorating 
glass by paintings and enamels, To 
them succeeded the Bohemians, who 
made glass of much greater clearness 
than either Italy or Germany, and 
who introduced engraving on glass, a 
system of decoration hitherto un- 
known, which subsequently euper- 
seded all others iu popularity. The 
art of coloring glass, which necessarily

implies some knowledge of chemistry, 
erroniously denied to the ancients, 
goes back to an unknown time, M 
Boudet, the author of an excellent 
work on the art of glass making in 
Egypt, informs us that the priests of 
Egypt made in their laboratories 
some glass equal to rock crystal, and 
profiting by the Property they had 
discovered in oxides of metalic sub- 
stances, (obtained ‘principally from 
India) to vitrify in different colors, 
they conceiyed and executed the 
project of imitating every species 
of precious stones, whether colored 
transparent or opaque; furnished to 
them by commerce of the same coun- 
try. Strabo and all historians agree 
in asserting that in Egypt, from time 
immemorial, there was manufactured 
by secret process, some very fine and 
very transparent glass whose colors 
were those of the hyacinth, the Sap- 
phire, the ruby, ete; and Pliny says 
that with the dross of metals there 
was made a black glass which resem- 
bled the substance of jet which was 
in use before it was thought of replen- 
ishing it by glass, It is known that 
the ancients had recourse to the same 
ciass of coloring ingredients, as is em- 
ployed by the moderns, but some dif- 
ferences have been observed, owing to 
the fact that they were unacquainted 
with the use of mineral acids, which 
are now found to be so convenient in 
the formation of metallic oxides, 
Klapworth has given the following as 
the result of his examination of cer- 
tain Roman specimens. Une, a lively 
copper red, contained in 200 grains:— 
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Another, a light verdigris green, 
contained:— 
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A specimen of blue glass yielded:— 
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This specimen was indebted for its 
blue color to the oxide of iron, the art 
of obtaining which has been lost. The 
manufacture was principally confined, 
however, to the counterfeiting of 
precious stones, at which the Romang 
becawe particularly expert, and Pliny 
says: ‘There is no kind of fraud prac 
ticed by which larger profits are 
made.” 

The manufacture of these imitation 
stones forms an immense industry 
even at the present day, particularly 
in France, They are made of strass, 
combined with certain metallic or 
other oxides, or of gold, silver, chare 
coal, sulphur, &c. Strass is a erystal- 
linc substance, very rich in lead, which 
was produced about the eommences 
ment of the present century, by an 

artist, who gave it hisname. The fol 
lowing are its constituents according 
to M. Dumas: 
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Alumina, borax, arsenic acid... traces, 


To make amethyst, 1000 parts of 
strass are used, with 25 parts of oxide 
of cobalt. Aventurine, the formula 
for which remained a secret with two 
or three workmen up to 1835, is now 
stated, upon the authority of M, Pe-

Failure of Fowler, Crampton & Co. 
The old and highly esteemed house of 
Fowler, Crampton & Co. made an assign- 
ment on Monday, to Mr. A. W. Lewis. This 
action was a great surprise to the trade, 
as the firm had formerly been very wealthy, 
and although it was known to have been 
unsuccessful in some of its ventures 
during the last two years, it was not 
supposed to have been rendered in- 
solvent, It appears from all the in- 
formation that can be gleaned con- 
cerning the affairs of Messrs. Fowler, 
Crampton & Co., that their failure is due 
to heavy losses sustained hy unfavorable 
speculations. They seem to have had an 
almost uninterrupted run of adversity 
since the burning of their linseed oil fac- 
tory in Brooklyn,about two years ago. The 
assignee has not yet had time to determine 
the exact conditlon of the business, but the 
liabilities are roughly estimated at from 
$350,000 to $500,000, while the assets will 
probably;be small. The indebtedness” is 
chiefly to banks, the Park Bank holding a 
very large block, it is said. The Dixon 
Crucible Co., which is one of the largest 
indorsers on the firm’s paper, is said to 
have asked for the application of a receiver 
for its own business, to protect itself. In 
view of the large and profitable business of 
the company and the individual wealth 
and prominence of its president, we doubt 
if its credit can bein any way impaired. 
We do not learn thatthe trade generally 
hold many of the firm’s obligations, Much 
sympathy is everywhere expressed for 
Messrs. Fowler, Crampton & Co., and it is 
hoped that they may be able to makea 


favorable settlement.

The Pittsburg Telegraph states that a com. 
pany has been formed to trace a supposed 
oil belt from the northern part of Greene 
county through Washington and Allegheny 
counties into Butler county. 

The Pelrolenm World says the Crystal 
Refinery, at Miller Farm, is producing a 
superior quality of refined oil.

Petroleum Statistics. 

Mr. R. Huben, Superintendent of the 
New York Petroleum Exchange, has pre- 
pared some interesting statistics of the pe- 
troleum trade for the year 1880. By this 
statement it appears that the total produc- 
tion in this country was 24,815,000 barrels, 
against 20,097,500 in 1879. The total ship- 
ments from the oil region to the seaboard 


3] was 15,902,200 barrels, against 16,036,000 in 


1879. 

The stock on hand in the oil region is 
16,225,000. [Later reports made it 17,300,000 
bbls, exclusive of stock at wells. Epiror 
O.,P.&D.R.] At the clese of 1879 the 
stock was 8,094,946. ‘The exports to foreign 
ports fell off during the year, footing up 
8,788,100 barrels, against 12,401,800 in 1879. 
The home consumption, however, has in- 
creased. 

The average price of united certific.tes 
for crude oil was highest in J une, when the 
quotation was 12334 to 1243¢ per barrel, 
and the lowest in April, when 705g to 7014 
were the figures. In refined oil the high- 
est price was reached in October, when it 
was 12\4c per gallon.

As the market became 
easier more activity was noticed; but at 
no time was the export demand very 
heavy, home consumers being the prin. 
cipal buyers. The market opened at 
the beginning of ths month of July 
with an advancing tendency due to the 
higher cost of the raw material more 
than to any increase in the demand, and 
at the ciose of the first week in July 
there was nothing in the way of prime 
offering below 52'¢c. On account of 
the high cost of ice, pressers were com- 
pelled to economize in the use of it, 
and consequently the oil offering was 
mostly ‘‘weather made,” the quality de- 
pending on the temperature of the day 
on which it was made. Hence prices 
varied according to the strength of the 
oil, some “prime” selling as low as 53c, 
while up to 564%(@5714c being quoted 
for a lower cold test. During the month 
of July the market had a rising tendency 
and about the first of August an advance 
of 6c on the lowest quotations mentioned 
above, and 2'¢@3c on the highest. This 
advance, as indeed were most of the 
preceding ones, was due to the increased 
cost of ice and raw material. The higher 
prices stimulated the demand and dur- 
ing the first week of August there was an 
active trade, the sales making bringing 
from 56'¢c to 59c, the market closing at 
the higher figure. The market con- 
tinued to advance during the following 
two weeks until 65@67c was reached on 
the 24th, when a break in the price of 
lard checked the rise.

COCOANOT OIL 

The market opened with not much do- 
ing. The nominal quotations were 83/c 
for Ceylon and 83jc and 111g@12c for Co- 
chin. A weak feeling prevailed and during 
the month of January a declining tendency 
was developed, the market moving steadily 
downward until the middle of May. This 
position was brought about by outside 
parties who had brought out large quanti- 
ties of oil on speculation, and then finding 
the business not quite as profitable as they 
had anticipated, hastening to dispose of 
it. On the 15th of May prices had reached 
61gc for Ceylon and Cuban and 9\<c for 


Cochin. From this point until 
toward the end of August there 
was a steady improvement in the 


price of Ceylon and Cuban, but Cochin 
remained weak and ultimately de- 
clined. During September the market 
was weak and unsettled under increased 
receipts and a lack of demand. Jobbing 
sales of Cuban and Ceylon were made at 
654@63{c, but round lots could have been 
bought at 64gc. Cochin jobbed at 9@9Ye. 
The market for Ceylon and Cuban became 
steadier during October, stocks becoming 
more concentrated. Sales of Ceylon were 
made in a large way at 634c,and of Cuban 
at 6!gc. Cochin remained steady at 9@ 
9140. At the end of the month jobbing 
lots of Ceylon and Cuban brought 7c, and 
in a round way 634¢ would have had to be 
paid. Cochin still jobbed at 9c, but large i 
lots couid have been bought at 14 less. 
There was a fair demand for jobbing lots 
during November, but no change oc- 
curred until about the Ist of Decem- 
ber, when 7@7'4c was demanded for small 
lots aud 63{c for larger quantities of either 
Cuban or Ceylon.

The year opens with the market in a 
good position. During the Autumn of ’79 
and the following Winter prices had been 
pushed up much beyond their natural 
level, but subsequently when the excite- 
ment had worn off, they began to decline, 
and at the close of the past year the bottom 
prices on most goods had been reached. 
Stocks in consumers hands now are not 
large, and with anything of an active de- 
mand during the coming Spring, it is only 
fair to assume that better prices will have 
tobe paid. The only decline we heard of is 
in the price of carmine which is based upon 
the lower cost of cochineal. There are now 
four manufacturers of carmine, another 
concern, the same that begun the produc- 
tion of quicksilver vermilion last year, 
having taken up its manufacture. The in- 
creased cost of bichromate of potash has 
affected the prices of the chrome colors, 
but no advance is reported in any of them. 
As yet there have been no new price lists 
on colors in oil issued, the uncertain con- 
dition of the {lead ‘market detering manu- 
facturers from making any changes for the 
present, and it is probable that several 
weeks will elapse before the circulars are 
published. There is a steadier tone to the 
dry lead market, corroders being indiffer- 
ent sellers. Lead in oil has not further de- 
clined, but on the other hand no improve- 
ment is noted over last week. 

The following will show the total imports 
of paints for the week ending Jan. 3: 

Bronze powder 33 cs; chalk 500 tons; 
china clay 120 cks; chrome green 1 cs; 
drop black 10 cks; Dutch metal 12 cs; glue 
29 pkgs; gypsum 100 cks; ivory black 232 
pkgs; orange lead 50 cks; plumbago 19 
cks; talc 10 cks; terra alba 40 cks; Vene- 
tian red 300 bbls; verdigris 5 cks; ver- 
milion 3 cs; zine oxide 250 bbls. 

Pig lead is steadier than when we last 
wrote, but prices have not been advanced. 
There is not as much pressure to sell as at 
the date of our last, but the demand has 
not improved. We note sales of 150 tons 
common in jobbing lots at 414@4 30¢, and 
200 tons Newark refined at 43¢c. 

White lead dry is not selling to any ex- 
tent, as corroders are not willing to meet 
the views of buyers, who do not bid within 
4@\e of the price demanded. The gen- 
eral asking prices are 6@61zc, but at the 
inside figure there is no pressure to sell. 
At 6!gc there is a good demand for lead in 
oil, buyers evidently deeming it a good pur- 
chase at that price, but there is a difficulty in 
obtuining large lots, and corroders mani- 
fest mo desire to make no long contracts. 
English lead remains quiet and easy. Job- 
bing lots are readily obtainable at 9c and 
larger quantities are available at 834c, and 
might be had at 8c, 

American oxide of zinc is not moving at 
the moment, the low price of white lead 
attracting buyers’ attention in that direc- 
tion. There have been no changes in 
prices, as the present rates barely pay the 
cost of production. We quote 4144(@4%c 
for prime as to brand and 41¢@4\c for the 
off grades. There is no change in the po- 
sition of French. Very little is doing, but 
the market is firm at 83c for 50 bb! lots of 
Paris green seal, 9c for 10 bbl lots and 914 
for less; 744c for 50 bbl lots of Paris red 
seal, 7}¢c for 10 bol lots, and 734e for less; 
7c for 50 bbl lots of Antwerp red seal, 71¢¢ 
for 10 bbl lots, and 7!gc for a smaller 
quantity. 

Chalk is unchanged. We hear of noth- 
ing offering and there is no demand, 

Whiting only finds a jobbing sale and in 
this way 60@65c is realized for common, 
but in a larger way sales would readily be 
made at 55c. There isa good supply in 
manufacturers’ and dealers’ hands, though 
usually at this season there¥is not much to 
be had, most of the production going to 
fill contracts. ' 

Paris white is jobbingin lotsof 1to5 
tons, but there are no large sales making. 
Jobbing lots bring $1 30@1 60, but round 
lots of the best brands are obtainable at 
$1 20@1 25. 

Sulphate of barytes remains dull and 
unchanged, There are afew small sales 


tions stand $21@23 for prime white do- 
mestic, according to seller and quantity, 
while off color grades are still offered at 


$14@16 according to quality. The stock 


of imported is still large; the sales making 
of late have made very little appreciable 
difference in the quantity offering. The 
quotation for prime is $25, but less will 
buy large lots. 

English china clay has not changed 
since the date of last writing. The de- 
mand has been slow and only small quan- 
tities are moving, as buyers do not care to 
take more than sufficient to eke out their 
supplies until the arrival of vessels on which 
they have stocks. The reported transac- 
tions are 40 tons medium froth store at 
$17 50@18 delivered in small lots, 25 
tons medium to arrive at $17 50, and 
25 tons superfine, also to arrive, at 
$20 50. The range of quotations remains 
$21@23 for superfine, $18@19 for prime, 
and $15 50@I7 for inferior to medium, 
Lots to arrive are obtainable at about $1 
per ton less than the prices quoted above. 

French terra alba is in large stock, though 
the supply is not excessive. The demand 
is slow, and prices are irregular. Some 
importers refuse to sell at less than 90c, 
and only accept this price on large quanti- 
ties, but we hear that sales have been made 
down to 75c. There has been an arrival 
of 40 cks English, 35 of which were sold, 
ex-vessel, at lc per lb. The remaining 5 
cks goes into store, and comprises about 
all the stock there is on the spot. Domes-— 
tic does not sell to any extent. Prices are 
irregular. No.2 is quoted at $9@9 50 per 
ton, but there are sellers who quote less. 

French tale has not sold to any extent 
during the past six days, the slight ‘‘spurt” 
just previous to the holidays having sup- 
plied the needs of consumers for the pres- 
ent. Sales in asmall way bring 114@1\¢e, 
but large lots are obtainable at 11¢c.

The demand remains 
good and pure brings 55@65c, according 
to make. 

Quicksilver vermilion has not changed 
in price. The demand slackened off short- 
ly following our last, and during the week 
very little has been done apart from filling 
the usual small orders of consumers. Quo- 
tations remain 5710 for lots of less than 
600 Ibs in 30 and 50 lb bags, 55c for 500 lbs 
and over in 30 and 50 lb bags, and lc per 
Ib less in bulk package of 100 lbs or more. 

Carmine is lower. At the meeting of the 
associated manufacturers, last week, it was 
agreed to reduce prices 50c per lb, and quo- 
tations now stand $5 50 for lots 
of 25 lbs and over and $5 75 for 
less than that quantity. The reduc- 
tion was based on the lower prices 
for cochineal. As usual, at this season, 
there is little doing and no immediate im- 
provement can be looked for. 

Venetian red, in common with the other 
articles in this line, has very little call at 
the moment, though the demand is not 
less than is usual at this period of the year. 
Stocks of any brand are not large, and sel- 
lers are thus enabled to hold for full prices. 
There have been sales the past week of 50 
bbls English at $1 45@1 50, ex-store, and 
100 bbls American at $1 30@135. The 
quotations are the same as those last given, 
namely, $1 421¢ for Cookson’s, to arrive, 
and $145@1 50 as to quantity, ex-store;

The demand fo 
paint in oil is light and of a jobbing nature.

Distemper versus Paper, 

ppear that: the rage for wall 
papers is to be shorter-lived than some 
time ago appeared probable. At least the 
use of distemper on walls is growing both 
hereand in England. The spirit of in- 
quiry ayhich prevails at the present time in 
every branch of the commercial world has 
brought to light many singular and aston- 
ishing facts which were never before thought 
of. Es cially. has.atteniion been directed 
to sanitary matters, and all the surround- 
ings of dwelling houses, with results which 
are tending to revolutionize public opinion 
in many respects. Scientists and chemists 
have detected traces of poisoning ingre- 
dients in places and commodities which 
have always been thought to be innocent of 
such contents, and in this category we may 
class wall papers, some of the printed 
colors of which are full of 
@rasnical and lead poisop. So much 
light ‘is being thrown on this subject 
that the model residence of the fu- 
ture will in many cases, be free 
from wall papers, and the walls 
distempered with non-poisonous colors. 
Such a variety of tints can be obtained in 
thiway, and presents, moreover, such ex- 
temmive scope for decoration, that it is 
somewhat surprising more attention has 
not been given to it.

Potato Starch and its Uses. 

The manufacture of potato starch 
in this country dates from early colo- 
nial times. Each house had its potato 
grater and a bolter, which with a few 
potatoes and some clean water were 
allthat was necessary to supply the 
starch for the family washing. The 
process of manufacture was and still 
is very simple. ‘ihe potatoes as they 
were grated fell on the bolter, on 
which fresh water was continually 
poured. The water carried the starch, 
which separated from the fibroue part 
of the potato, into a trough below, 
where it settled. When this portion 
of the operation ?was completed, the 
water was drawn from the trough and 
the starch dried, when it was ready 
for use. This process and the ma- 
chinery, with some improvements, of 
course to facilitate the manufacture 
of starch ona large scale,are employed 
to-day. As the country grew in years 
and importance, and people found

relegated to a few individuals. These 
were mostly farmers, who employed 
their spare time und surplus potatoes 
in making starch. At first the indus 

try was not very profitable. as the 
only use for the product was for lauv- 
dry purposes. For a long time th- 
manufacture of starch was confined to 
Maine, but as the demand increased. 
in consequence of the establishment o! 
cotton cloth mills and other industries 
which are enumerated below, it grad- 
ually spread into New Hampshire, 
and from there to Vermont, and 
finally into Northern New York. Out- 
side of this sectiin very little starch 
was made, but the product of these 
States was fully equal to the demand, 
and as the margin of profit between 
the cost of production and the selling 
price was very close, there was no in- 
ducement for others to embark in the 
enterprise. For the past twenty years 
or more the industry hes not grown 
to any larger proportions, nor has it 
diminished. At one time the Maine 
farmers stopped making, and then 
New York became the manufacturing 
centre. Maine has since regained he: 

prestige, and at present is the largest 
producing field. It is difficult to as- 
certain how many persons are engaged 
in the industry, us numbers engage in 
the business from time to time, and 
then as suddenly cease making, but 
careful estimate places the number at.

There are few special features to note in 
the market for dyes and dyestuffs. A sec- 
ond holiday, following so close on the first, 
has left little time for the transaction of 
business, and as most of the dealers and 
manutacturers are engaged in stock taking 
a very quiet state of affuirs prevails. The 
only article in which there has been any 
activity is bichromate of potash, large sales 
of which have been made by outside par- 
ties during the past week. There have 
been no changes in prices, the feeling for 
the most part being steady. 

Indigo remains dull and easy though 
there have been no quotable changes: made 
in prices. We quote 90c@$1 10 for low 
grade Bengals, $1 20@1 30 for medium and 
$i 35@165 for the better kinds. There 
1s nothing new with regard to Guate- 
malas. Prices are unchanged at 85c@ 
$l = for the lower grades and 
$110@1 25 for medium to gcoi. The 
soft kinds are only meeting with a light 
jobbing demand, but are held steadily at 
65@72!sc for Manila, and 75@8dce for 
Madras. Mr AJ Turner, Jr, of Boston, in 
his circular of the 1st inst gives the fol- 
lowing valuable information:—Bengal In- 
digo—The imports into this country direct 
from Calcutta, have been as follows:

Reviewing the course of the market for 
the past twelve months, he says: “The 
year opened with a strong and buoyant 
market, prices being maintaine@ at the 
high rates ot the close of 1879, viz, $1 95 
(@2 15 for fine grades: $1 65@1 85 for me 
dium; $1 35@1 55 for good low, and $1 30 
for inferior.” The position was unchanged 
during the first three months of the year. 
“At this time,” he continues, “it became 
apparent that, although the outturn 
last year was very small, the shipments to 
this countay would be very large.” This 
was to be accounted for by the increased 
demand from the United States during the 
business revival of the fall of 1879, which 
was greater in propoition to its wants than 
that from any other country. As the im- 
ports continued large, rrices began to 
show signs of weakness,and as manufac- 
turers had been large buyers in Calcutta, 
as well as the regular operator, it became 
evident that some of the regular outlets 
here would beclosed for a time. The 
bouyancy of the first few months was soon 


succeeded by heaviness, and from April to 
November there was comparatively little 
consumptive demand, the majority of the 
sales being forced on a declining market. 
*‘In November, however, a number of con- 
sumers having worked off their supplies, 
more inquiry took place; and the Calcutta 
sales now in progress having, iu a meas- 


, ure, established values, the year closes 


with a better demand, more stability to 
prices, and a generally brighter look.” The 
closing quotations are $1 (0@1 7U for fine 
yrades, $1 35@1 50 for medium, $1@1L 25 
for low, and 85@@90c for inferior. ‘The 
crop of 1880, 130,000 maunds, is now more 
than half sold. So far, tae largest de- 
mand and competiiion has been for ordi- 
nary to good medium grades, which are 
now considerably higher than at the open- 
ing sa’es. Lowand fine grader, though 
not in so much request, are firm, but ure 
likely, with the demand which is setting 
in from all quarters, based on the now 
general belief that indigo at present rates 
1s a purchase, to appreciate in value as the 
sales progress.”

Cochineal is not wanted, and the market 
is easy at 50@52!c for Teneriffe and Hon- 
duras blacks and 521¢c for silvers of both 
kinds. Mexican is quiet and nominal at

dicily sumac only sells in a jobbing way 
but is steadily held at $80@ 5 per ton as to 
brand and quantity. 

Prussiate of potash is not selling to any 
extent, but the market remains sceady at 
25'4@26c for Scotch and American yellow, 
and 58@,60c for red of both descriptions. 

Bichromate of potash is firmly held at 
the advanced prices, 15@15'4c, by the 
agents of the Scotch and American manu- 
facturers, but as usual after such a sharp 
advance there are outside holders who are 
willing to dispose of a portion of their 
stock at a shade less than ruling prices on 
speculation. ‘here have been numerous 
such sales the past week, among which 
were 40 cks, but we did not learn the par- 
ticulars. 

Gambier is quiet, but the market is very 
firm, and it would be difficult to effect 
purchases below 4c. We get sales of 200 
bales at 41gc, and quote 4@4!gc as to 
quantity.

There is a 
better tone in nearly all articles, and 
though the inguiry is small, sellers are not 
anxious to put their goods out unless a 
full price is obtained. Buyers are gradu- 
ally raising their ideas, and with anything 
of a demand better figures will be ob- 
tained.

Goods cost more to lay down here than can 
be obtained at the moment, and this has 
a tendency to make sellers firmer. To- 
day the faiiure of a firm who were large 
holders of chemicals was announced, full- 
er details of which will be found elsewhere, 
Dut as yet uo appreciable effect has been no- 
ticed on prices. Nitrate of soda is firmer. 
Kainit and muriate of potash are easier, 


Carbonated ash 48 per ct has been in light 
demand but the price issomewhat steadier, 
and less than 1c will not’ buy, 
while up to 155c is demanded for some 
brands. High test is also firmer, and we 
do not hear of any brands which can be 
had below 1!4c, and today 152!c was 
paid for 50 tons, while for small parcels 
1 55c¢ is quoted. The sales are 250 tons 
both kinds at 144@1 55c. Newcastle ash 
is steady and held at 114@1 55c. 


Alkali is irregular and easy. There are 
sellers who quote 1 45 for 36 per cent., 
and 170c for refined, but we hear that 
1 35e will buy the first, and 15gc the lat- 
ter. 

Caustic ash, 48 per cent has not been 
much inquired for and prices are un- 
changed, but the feeling is rather firmer,and 
14%@]1 55c are now the best figures, and 
have been paid for 50 tons. High test has 
sold in small parcels, and 1c was paid for 
50 tons, while 1 45c was refused for a par- 
cel. A few small lots are also reported at 
155¢. There was a sale of 100 tons both 
kinds, late to-day at 1'gc; also 50 tons 48 
per cent ata private figure, but said to be 
about 1 524. F 

Caustic.soda, 60 per cent, has been in 
fair request end the market is steady. 
There are parcels which can still be had at 
3ige, but some sellers are quoting 3 5244@ 
3 55e, and we get sales of 150 dms 
at both figures. High test is rather 
more enquired for, and we hear of sales to 
the extent of 200 dms in lot: at 3 30@3 35c 
and these are the quotations at the close. 
Seventy-six per cent is quiet and quoted at 
84@3%e. 

Salsoda has not changed though the feel- 
ing seems to bea shade firmer owing to 
most of the recent arrivals having been ta- 
ken, and some sellers will not name less 
than 11¢c for spot lots, but there are a few 
parcelswhich might still be obtained atl 10e. 
To arrive 74g@1 10c is quoted for De- 
cember shipment and 50 tors are reported 
at this, while 25 tons were placed at a pri- 
vate figure, and 50 tons in lots on spot as 
1c. 

Bleach has not been active, the inquiry 
having fallen off at the moment. Prices 
areabout as last reported, most sellers 
quoting 1!4@1 35c as to brand for spot 
lots and 1 20c to arrive, but it is reported 
that there are some brands which can be had 
as low as 1 10c, though we hear of no sales 
80 low; 100 cks are noted at 114¢ and 50 
cks to arrive at 1 20c. 

Salt cake is firm and is now quoted at 
95c@$l. 

Acetic acid has soid moderately well the 


past week notwithstanding the advent of | McCulloch says: 


the holiday season. There have been sales 
reported of 25000 lbs at 314@33¢e and 10,-

selling to a moderate extent at 7@10c, 
the higher figure being for U. S. P. 
American carbonate of ammonia is not 
meeting with much attention at the mo- 
ment but the market is steady at 17@191¢c

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only hearof afew jobbing sales. Tho 
market closes firm at 17c. 

Arsenic is quiet, Sales are reported of 
10 kegs at 25gc. We quote 254@2%c as to 
brand and quantity. 

Blue vitriol is dull and easy at 7@7}¢¢, 
as to quality. We get sales of 25 kegs at 
IM4@T¢0. 

Brimstone is reported to be higher 
abroad, but en the spot the only notable 
change is more regularity to quotations. 
The demand on the spot is quiet, but there 
have been sales to arrive of about 1,000 
tons seconds (two cargoes) January ship- 
ment at $30. We quote $32@32 50 for 
seconds on the spot, and $30@30 50 for 
thirds. - 

Copperas has sold to a moderate extent. 
There have been sales reported of 300 bbls 
at 80@85c, as to quantity. 

Cream tartar has been more active the 
past week, though outside holders have 
been the freest sellers. The transactions 
reported amount to 25 cks at 30!¢@3lec, 
mostly at the outside price. The market 
closes very firm, and we hear of nothing 
offering below 3lc. Powdered is in fair 
jobbing demand at 31144@32%¢c. 


English bicarb soda is quiet and un- 
changed. We only hear of a few small 
sales at 374@3 90. 

English chlorate of potash is quiet and 
unchanged, prices ranging from 1514@l6c, 
one holder refusing to accept less than the 
outside price. We hear of sales of 25 kgs 
at 1544@153,c. 

Fertilizing chemicals have not sold to 
any extent until within the past few days, 
when quite large lotsof the German potash 
salts were placed, though at lower prices 
than those ruling heretofore. The arrivals 
of muriate of potash have been heavy, and 
under a pressure to sell the market has 
broken, spot lots being freely oftered at 
$1 70. We hear of a sale of 100 tons to ar- 
rive, November shipment, at $160. Of 
Kainit we get sales of 1000 tons to arrive, 
December shipment, at $7 25@7 35, the 
market closing with $7 25@7 50 quoted for 
shipments according to position. Kieser- 
ite is unchanged at $650 duty paid, and 
$5 75in bond. Dried blood is held at 
$3 25 per unit, and azotine at $3 25@3 50, 
Fish scrap is held at $3 per unit for next 
year’s catch.

"There has been a very moderate business 
done in all classes of drugs during the 
past week. The closing up of accounts for 
1880 and tke work of getting started upon 
another year, have occupied much of the 


attention of all classes of dealers, so 
that transactions in drugs have been 
restricted to about actual requirements 
There is very little in the way of specula- 
tion doing at the moment, and the leading 
articles, notably quinine and opium, are 
rather drooping. The few quotable changes 
in prices will be found noted in our de- 
tailed report given herewith. 

The number of changes in firms this year 
is small, and we hear of very few changes 
among salesmen. There are a number of 
out of town buyers in the market, among 
whom we notice Mr. James E. Davis of the 
new firm of James E. Davis & Co., Detroit. 


Opium. 

There has not been apy change in the 
position of opium during the past week, 
and business has not increased. There 
have been a few sales of single case parcels, 
5 cs in all being taken; $6 60 was paid for 
these, but in smaller quantities $6 55 has 
been accepted. Round lots are not wanted, 
the trade showing no disposition to operate, 
and $5 50 in tond is the best that could be 
done on alot, while we hear that a few 
parcels have been offering around the mar- 
ket at $5 25 in bond without finding a pur- 
chaser. Itis said, however, that most if 
not all of these are second quality, and 
will not be accepted on a_ eontract 
for prime. There is no change in the 
opinions of the trade, some still holding 
that prices will decline, while others are 
looking for the advance so long anticipa- 
ted, but which has not made its appearance 
as yet.

As an earnest of our belief in the 
success of our combined efforts, we shall 
on January Ist, 1881, reduce the wholesale 
price of Sanford’s Liver Invigorator from 
$90 per gross to $84, a reduction of $6, 
which is exactly the cost of the stamps. 
We do this solely in anticipation of our 
success in having the stamp tax on pro- 
prietary medicines repealed.” 

The circular referred to reads as follows: 

“To the Hon. ——— 

Dear Sir—Please use your influence in 
securing the repeal of the revenue law, 
which requires the stamping of proprietary 


It is said that a certain grocery house 
sells Pond’s Extract by the case, and de- 
livers it free at the same rate which the 
manufacturers name as their bottom price 
for five gross. It looks considerably like 
favoritism. 

Ingluvin does not sell as well as it did, 
and the proprietor refusing a bottom price 
except on six gross lots, the interest on the 
investment eats up all the profits before 
the goods are sold. 

SUNDRIES. 

There is nothing new to note in the sun- 
dries market. Dealers are not through 
taking stock, and therefore do not seek 
orders. Perfumery and soaps still continue 
quiet and inactive, and no active demand 
is expected to spring up before the middle 
of the month. 


MIscELLANEOUS, 

If there is any value in a name “Early 
Bird Vermifuge” ought to make a fortune 
for its proprietor. 

It is stated that, contrary to the general 
expectation, the circular issued by a cer- 
tain proprietary medicine house of this city 
last month, has been productive of very 
good results, the}i‘‘donations” being free 
and liberal. 


The question of how to remove super- 
fluous hair from the face and arms is one 
of considerable importance to those persons 
who consider their good looks marred 
thereby, and it has been a study with 
chemists for many years to invent some 
harmless preparation which would be a 
radical cure for the affliction. Thus far, 
however, their efforts have not been attend- 
ed with marked succes, as the remedies 
introduced do not permanently remove the 
hair, and owing to the presence of strong 
alkalies or acids, are apt to cause serious 
injury to the skin which in time becomes 
permanent. Electricity has recently been 
employed for this purpose with good re- 
sults, and is said to afford an effect- 
ual remedy, as by it the hair fallicles 
are entirely killed and the danger of re- 
growth therefore obviated. The method 
of Dr. John Butler, of New York, is as fol- 
lows:

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light, the operator selects the hair for the 
first attack, takes hold of it in a pair of 
forceps, making it tense by gentle traction. 

A moistened sponge electrode from the

follicle. The action of the current soon 
causes a few bubkles of viscid froth to 
be observed. As soon as this evidence of elec- 
trolytic decomposition manifests itself, the 
needle should be rotated a few times, sa as to 
cause the sharp corners of the needle to 
scrape away the debris, and allow electrical 
contact with a fresh surface. The operation 
is continued until the hair becomes quite 
loose, and comes away with the very slight- 
est traction, the whole operation lasting a 
very much shorter time than it takes to 
describe it. The operator then proceeds 
with the next hair in like manner, and so 


- on with the whole series, as many as there 


are to be removed, or as long as the patient 
can bear it. It is by no means a painful 
procedure (except in trichiasis), but is 
usually complained of as a disagreeable 
sensation, A modification of a joweler’s 
magnifying glass is used, and with ita 
skillful operator ought to be able to destroy 
about three or four hairs: to the minute, 
and continue the seance half an hour. 
About ten to twenty per cent of the hairs 
acted upon return, and have to be electro- 
lyzed the second time.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


Clarifying Muddy Water. 

Philadelphia appears at present to be 
supplied with muddy water extremely 
difficult to clarify even by filtration 
through paper. Mr. R. F. Fairthorne 
offers, in the Am. Jour. of Pharm.,a 
simple method for remedying the evil. 
He says: ‘‘After many fruitless or only 
partially successful efforts, I found the 
following plan to eucceed admirably, 
namely, to agitate each quart of water 
with an ounce of phosphate of lime, and 
allow it to settle. This only requires a 
few minutes, and it will be found that 
most of the impurities are carried down 
to the bottom. The supernatant water is 
now filtered without any trouble through 
absorbant cotton. Ordinary cotton 
will answer as well, if previously moist- 
ened with alcohol and then washed with 
water. Of course, either of them must 
be pressed tightly into the neckofa 
funnel. By this means perfectly clear 
water can be obtained in about five 
minutes. 





PROPRIETARY MEDICINES IN SWITZERLAND 

The National Council lately spent 
three days in the discussion of a bill 
placing under federal control ‘the sale 
and advertising of all medicinal sub- 
stances known under the name of secret, 
remedies, patent medicines and pnharma- 
ceutical specialties, as well as all medi- 
cinal products in general put up ina 
special manner and package, whether 
accompanied or not with a statement of 
their composition.” By a vote of 80 to 
38, the National Council fiinally reject- 
ed the bill as unjustly restricting the 
freedom of commerce.

This strip is proyided on each end with 
an adhesive substance, so that in order 
to uncover the roll, the end need only 
be dipped into water to soften the muci- 
lage, when the strip may be uncoiled.— 
Pharm. Centralth. 


St John’s Bread 

A correspondent in Owego, N, Y., 
writes us, asking: ‘‘What are the medi- 
cal properties and uses of the bean that 
grows on the Locust tree?” We have 
been unable to ascertain, either by in- 
quiries among the trade, or by search- 
ing the medical and pharmaceutical 
text books, whether the bean possesses 
any ‘‘medical” properties or not, It isim- 
ported into this country under the name 
of St. John’s bread. The principal use to 
which it is put seems to be its mixture 
in horse feed for the purpose of fatten- 
ing the horses. In Spain, Portugal and 
Austria it is put to the same use, and is 
also eaten by people abroad and in this 
country. In Hungary it is dried and 
ground into flour, from which a kind of 
sweet bread is prepared. Tobacco man- 
ufacturers use a considerable quan- 
tity for flavoring and weighting various 
tobaccos in this country. All that 


| is consumed here is imported, mainly 
| from Mediterranean ports, and a much 


greater amount is consumed in Ger- 
many. We have never heard of the do- 
mestic product finding its way to the 
market. The peculiar variety of locust 
which bears the ‘thoney bean” does not 
abound in the States, and it is hardly 
probable that if collected the supply of 
St. John’s bread obtained from domestic 
trees would be sufficiently large to prove 
remunerative to the collectors.

The flues to conduct the sulphur 
vapors from these furnaces are great 
lead pipes leading to immense leaden 
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chambers above, where the vapor is 


hydrated and oxidized. 


Imparting to the sulphur yapor the 
necessary proportion of oxigen, may 
be practically effected in a great many 
ways; but in the manner it is com- 


monly effected, through the agency 
of sodium nitrate, or Chili saltpetre, 
chemists are even yet divided in opin- 
ion as to the precise nature of the 


various reactions through which the 


actual results are always definitely 


obtained. The nitre may be putioa 


pot, covered with vitriol, in the fur 


nace where the sulphur is burned; 


here it will be converted into nitric 
acid, which, when passing into the 


leaden chambers, in the presence of 


sulphurous acid, air, and water, is 
changed into nitrogen trioxide, and 
freély gives up most of-its oxygen to 
oxidize the vapors there and convert 
the sulphurous into sulphuric acid. 
In establishments where the manufac- 
ture of nitric acid separately forms a 
distinct branch of the business, this 
plan is not followed, but the specified 
quantity of nitric acid required is in- 
troduced directly into the leaden 
chambers, instead of being made ia 
the turnaces where the sulphur is 
burned. 

The leaden chambers required are 
on an immense scale. They are ina 
series, generally of five chambers for 
each set of furnaces, though less may 
be made to answer with interior cur- 
tains or divisions. The capacity of 
some of these chambers amounts to 
100,009 cubic feet. Lead is used in 
their construction because it forms a 
durable material on which the acid 
has but slight effect. 

The vapors from the sulphur fur- 
naces, as they pass upward toward 
the large leaden chambers, have their 
draught somewhat accelerated by 
jets of steam in the sawe direction 
and similar jets also furnish steam in- 
side the chambers ready to combine 
with the sulphurous acid fumes. ‘lhe 
usual way is to first bring the sulphur 
vapor into direct contact with tae 
nitric acid in the second chamber of 
the series, after it has passed there 
through a tube low down in the first 
chamber, and then, having been 
largely hydrated by the steam jets to 
which it has been exposed, it rapidly 
takes up an excess of nitric acid. and 
the whole is taken back bya tube 
from the bottom of the first chamber, 
where it is exposed tothe fresh mix- 
ture of gases, and giyes up «# large 
portion of the nitric acid. From this 
chamber the acid is conducted into 
the bottom of the third chamber, 
where all of the acid produced is col- 
lected. This chamber is lower than 
the others, and in order to complete 
the mixing of the gases therein several 
jets of steam enter it from different 
directions. It is provided with a drip 
from which the acid trickles, in 
order that its strength may be 
determined, and this avid, called 
chamber acid before it goes to the 
concentrating retorts, varies from 45 
to 55 degrees. Itis adapted to many 
uses in the works, but is never sold 
outside except to manufacturers who 
may call for this particular grade. 
The product of the other chambers, 
so far as their gases are coadensed, 
are taken back to the third chamber, 
and what is passed off, consisting 
mainly of atmospherie air and nitrous 
vapors, is taken to the ‘“‘Gay-Lussac 
Towers,” or coke columns, 80 called 
after the name of the chemist who 
first contrived them. These towers 
are high, narrow chambers, lined with 
lead and filled with pieces of coke, 
through which oil of vitriol is made to 
trickle, and the waste gases of the 
chambers passing through the coke 
give up their nitrous fumes, making 
nitrous acid to be again used in the 
chambers so. that very little niter is 
actually wasted. The nitrous fumes, 
in fact, again take up oxygen as read. 





ily as they gave it out in the cham 


bers, so that with these coke col-' 


umns, aud due care in the working of 
the furnaces and chamber, the same 
nitric acid is substantially used over 
and over again, needing only suffi- 
cient replenishing to make up for un- 
avoidable waste, which averages some 
5 to6 percent of the weight of sul- 
phur burned. 

The further concentration of the 
acid after it has left the chamber is 
effected by two stages, first in open 
lead pans, set on iron plates, to re- 
ceive the heat of the furnace, and 
then in platinumstills. By the leaden 
pans the concentration is carried up 
to 60° Baume, and a specific gravity of 
1°75, but it is impracticable to carry it 
further by this process, as the neces- 
sary heat for evaporation then causes 
the acid to attack the lead. These 
are arranged in steps one above an- 
other, and from them the acid is con- 
ducted to cooling chambers, whence it 
is drawn through leaden pipes to fill 
the curboys in which it is always 
shipped. 

In the nitric acid manufacture the 
operation is conducted in a series of 
ovens, 18 in number, 3Zof which only 
are charged each day. These ovens 
are nearly circular, 4'¢ yeet in diame- 
ter by 8 feet in deep; into those to be 
charged are placed the proper pro- 
portions of nitrate of sodium, or Chili 
saltpetre, and sulphuric acid, usually 
about equal quantities of each, and 
then the fires are started, it requiring 
twelve to eighteen hours to burn off 
the charge. From the rear of the 
ovens the vapors given off are con- 
ducted by clay-lined pipes into a ser- 
ies of earthenwavye and glass receivers 
and flasks, these being connected by 
earthenware pipes. The vapors con- 
densed in the first two or three vessels 
usually consist of strong nitric ac‘d] 
while, to secure the entire condensa 
tion of all the fumes, water is intro- 
duced into the following ones, and 
the acid there made is of diminished 
strength. The acid thus produced, 
when of the best grace, is a colorless, 
transparent fluid, having a specific 
gravity of 1°55, and the boiling point 
at 86° C. Ordinary aquafortis has a 
specific gravity of 1°19 to 1°25, but 
when the specific gravity is as high as 
1°35 to 1°45 it is termed double aqua- 
fortis. 

The commercial article known as 
muriatic or hydrochloric acid, also 
called spirits of salt, is a solution of 
the gas given off during the decompo- 
sition of common salt by sulphuric 
acid. It is so readily soluble that 
water at 15° C, or about 60° Fah., 
will absorb over 450 times its volume 
under the normal atmospheric press- 
ure. The apparatus by which it is 
prepared and condensed consists of 
several cast iron cylinders, closed sim- 
ilarly to gas retorts by lids luted with 
clay. Atoneend of each cylinder is 
an earthen pipe to convey the gas to 
@ condensing apparatus, and at 
the other is a _ leaden  fun- 
nel, through which, after the re- 
tort is charged with salt, sulphuric 
acid may be introduced, ‘The construc- 
tion of the furnace is such as to allow 
the flames to play around the cylin- 
ders, when the gas passes off by the 
earthen pipe at the rear into a series 
of receivers. ‘That which is collected 
in the first receiver is raw acid, but 
the following ones contains each a 
small quantity of water for the ab- 
sorption of the vapor, and this aqueous 
solution is generally purest, the chief 
impurities having been left in the first 
receiver. The raw acid is distilled 
and its product passed into water for 
purification, or it is diluted till its spe- 
cific gravity is but little above that of 
water and then distilled, it being ne- 
cessary in both cases to reject the first 
portion of the distillate, which con- 
tains chlorine or sulphuric acid.
